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Mr. Shepherd, after gaining further information, -will prepare 
an IAB paper in collaboration with ICAPS on centralization of 
foreign press in Washington. By this plan present duplication in 
coverage of radio and press will be eradicated. No other parti¬ 
culars on this plan, which are not explained in his memo to General 
Sibert on 5 November, 191*6, were gone into at present due to 
lack of detailed knowledge* ICAPS will be consulted in the 
development of the plan, and Mr. Shepherd was acquainted in general 
with Mr. Edgar’s views on subject.
